NEXT MEETING: SATURDAY AUGUST 18, 1979 


AT OUR LAST MEETING 


The major order of business was the adoption of the Network 
operating rules. Most of what was approved had been previously 
agreed upon. Added rules cover how to set up committees, election 
procedure and how to amend the rules. We also revised the mem- 
bership and voting requirements. Pa. Lesbians and Gays who 
attend the Network may vote at their second meeting, and to 
vote in the annual elections (November), members have to have 
been at at least four of the previous ten meetings. Copies of the 
rules will be available at each meeting for members to read. 

We also discussed the Primary elections that will take place 
next Spring. We plan to become involved in questioning candi- 
dates, publishing their responses and preparing information 
packets on how to effectively approach and question candidates 
in public. The Primary ballot will be filled with people running 
for - one U.S. Senate seat, all state Congressional districts, one 
third of the State Senate, the whole General Assembly, Attorney 
General, and delegates to both partys’ Presidential Nominating 
Conventions. We particularly want to know how candidates for 
Attorney General feel about the constitutionality of the volun- 
tary deviate sexual intercourse (sodomy) statute.

NEWSPAPER SAYS NO TO FREE SPEACH: The Sun-Gazette, 
in Williamsport, has been accepting paid advertising from Homo- 
philes of Williamsport (HOW) for almost three years, without 
question. Last month. HOW sent in their check but the ad did not 
appear. Newspaper spokespersons invoked their ‘right to accept 
or reject any ad” and promised a refund. The Sun-Gazette is the 
only source of advertising for HOW to get new members. HOW is 
one of the first Gay groups In Pennsylvania to experience a dir- 
ect backlash from the Governor’s Gay Pride Week Proclamation 
and the subsequent State House resolution of condemnation. We 
urge all Network members, and others who read this newsletter, 
to write in protest to: Publisher, Sun-Gazette, 252 W. Fourth St., 
Williamsport, Pa.
